WHITE OF THE MOON. 


What Causes Fair Luna, In Its Color, 
to Riv al Pure Snow? 
The moon has no light of its own 
and shines through being illuminated 
by the sun. What sort of surface 
must the moon have to reflect the light 
so w’hitoly as it does? This q uestion 
is put forcibly in a letter to Nature 
from J. Evershed of Srinagar, Kash­ 
mir, w’ho describes the moon as far 
whiter and more brilliant than the 
snow clad summits of the Himalay as 
when these are still lighted by the sun. 
He writes: 
“Why does the moon appear so white 
if it Is composed of rocks similar in re­ 
flecting power to those on the earth? 
The rock surface of the moon should 
reflect far less light than the cloudy 
surfaces of Venus and Jupiter, and it 
would be of interest if those who know 
would ex plain the apparent whiteness 
of the moon as seen in day light. 
“A direct comparison of the moon 
with terrestrial rock surfaces illumi­ 
nated by sunlight is possibly to some 
ex tent vitiated by the superimposed 
blue light skittered by the Intervening 
air, w hich may affect the color of the 
moon. 
Yet It is very difficult to be­ 
lieve that this can convert the gray s 
and browms of rock surfaces into an 
almost pure white. 
“On several occasions in this valley 
I have compared the waning moon, 
setting behind the Pir Panjal moun­ 
tains, and, of course, in full sunlight, 
with ex tensive snow fields. 
These 
snows are perhaps fifty miles distant, 
and there is a considerable amount of 
blue scattered light superposed on the 
suow\ although less thau on the moon. 
Also the light absorbed by the atmos­ 
phere is approx imately and may be ex ­ 
actly the same for each if one consid­ 
ers the whole path of the light from 
sun to snow and thence to the ob­ 
server. 
When the air is transparent 
enough to see the moon clearly it ap­ 
pears to me to be distinctly whiter 
thau the snows, which seem dull and 
y ellowish in comparison.” 
Mr. Evershed throws out the sugges­ 
tion that the moon’s surface may be 
covered with ice.

THOUSANDS AWAITING GIRL 


CltMd W u Lott When Her Grandpar* 
en tt Willed Money to Her. 


S p ok a n e , Wash.—Somewhere in the 
Inland empire is a little girl between 
eleven and twelve y ears of age for 
whom thousands of dollars are wait­ 
ing. A widespread search is now being 
made by Mrs. Lena Johnson of Elmia, 
Ida., a distant relative, who has the 
fortune in trust 
Disowned by her own parents, the 
mother took the girl when a baby to 
Mrs. Johnson, who was a relative, and 
asked her to find a home for the child. 
Mrs. Johnson brought the baby to 
Spokane in 1904. A few weeks later a 
home was found by Dr. Mary Latham, 
who was then head of the Spokane 
Children's Home society . 
The home 
was that of a farmer living somewhere 
near Spokane. A y ear later all of the 
records of the society were destroy ed 
by fire. 
In their old age the parents of the 
mother of the little girt repented of 
their attitude against their daughter, 
and when they died some time ago 
their will showed that all of their 
money had been left to the grand­ 
daughter.

Alway s Select One T hat Kick* 
Struggles Vigorously . 
When y ou go to pick out a lobster for 
cooking select one that kicks. Such is 
the advice Mrs. Mary C. Pickett gives 
In the National Food Magazine, the 
editor of which calls her the “lobster 
q ueen” and say s she is the best known 
lobster broker in the United States. 
Mrs. Pickett q uotes the ancient He­ 
brew law’ against eating any thing that 
has died of itself, and say s that the 
moment a lobster is taken out of salt 
W’a te r it begins to die and its flesli to 
deteriorate. 
So the ex cellence of a 
lobster depends in large measure on 
the length of time that elapses between 
his being taken from the water au<L 
his being served at table. When a lob­ 
ster moves his claws feebly he is near­ 
ly dead and, though not unfit to eat, his 
flesh will not be firm and tasty . 
Keepers of first class restaurants 
have ex perts to select thdr lobsters. 
These pick them over as soon as re­ 
ceived, sending some to be boiled at 
once and reserving others for broiling. 
The finest lobsters come from the 
coldest waters, and Mrs. Pickett say s 
those caught south of Cape Cod do not 
amount to much, their flesh being not 
nearly so firm as those from Maine 
waters. 
The only way to tell if a lobster is 
in really good condition is by its liveli 
ness. If it struggles vigorously , flops 
Its tail and “makes wide open mit its 
claws,” it is all right; if it is lethargic, 
oi)ens its claws wearily and shows no 
sign of fight, it is dy ing and should be 
let alone, for it is not cheap at any 
price. 
“The lobster,” writes Mrs. Pickett, 
“should be boiled in the morning for 
use at dinner and kept in a very cold 
place, but not in direct contact with 
the ice, and it is better not to remove 
the meat from the shell until just be­ 
fore preparing it in any desired w ay .”

R. - And rews, of the

first witness 
to be 
placed 
on the 
stand 
for 
the 
state 
Wed nesd ay 
morning. 
He said that the only ev ­ 
id ence of life present in the bod y of 
Hester when it was carried into the

When the niwashi (landscape g ar­ 
dener) g ets the co ntract fo r a g arden 
he first makes a mo del—that is, a miu- J 
iature g arden embo dy ing ev ery feature 
that the final pro duct will hav e. The 
first tiling to be do ne iu lay ing o ut the 
g arden is to select the place fo r the 
lake o r po nd and ex cav ate it. 
Tlie 
earth thus o btained is utilized fo r the 
co nstructio n o f an artificial hill and 
also fo r a small island, bo th o f these 
features being co nsidered necessities. 
Nex t in impo rtance is the placing o f 
the sto ne lantern; then co mes an artis­ 
tic bridg e to the island. 
Nex t co mes 
the placing o f trees, ro cks and sto nes 
with due co nsideratio n fo r tlie appear­ 
ance o f the g arden as a who le. 
J apanese do no t place much v alue 
o n a new g arden, ag e being o f far 
g reater Impo rtance. It is no t until 
a 
few y ears hav e passed that the g arden 
is co nsidered at its best, fo r tbe sto nes 
and tree trunks must be mo ss co v ered 
and the who le must g iv e the appear­ 
ance o f nature’s rather than man’s 
wo rk. 
The g arden J s no t laid o ut acco rding 
to any scientific plan. 
It is rather a 
matter o f instinct and ex perience, the 
aim o f the artist being to represent 
nature in miuiature.

one-fifth 
of the oats were of poor qaulity . 
Some of these were totally unfit for 
seeding purposes. 
Some had a low 
vitality but if the farmer knew 
of 
this he was able 
to plant 
enough 
ex tra seed to obtain 
a satisfactory 
stand. 
Tests were made of 727 samples. 
Of these 39 0 
samples 
germinated 
between 9 0 per cent and 100%, 19 2 
germinated from 80% to 89 .5%, 81 
germinated from 50% to 79 .5,% 21 
germinated from 25% to 49 .5% and 
35 germinated below 25%. 
The average 
germination 
of all 
727 samples was 83.3%. 
This av­ 
erage means very little to the indiv­ 
idual farmers. Three neighbors may 
have had oats with a vitality respec­ 
tively of 9 5%, 85% and 15%. The 
average of the three samples is only 
05% and y et the man with the poor 
oats was able to find plenty of good 
seed oats. 
The large number 
of 
samples growing 
well 
shows that 
this was the conditions this season. 
Four-fifths had a vitality of 9 1.4. 
This shows conclusively that there 
was no lack 
of good oats. 
One 
twentieth of 
the samples tesled ger­ 
minated below 25%. 
This, 
again, 
shows the chance that the farmer 
tbok 
in planting 
oats 
of 
whose 
growing quality he knew nothing. 
Many fanners have profited this 
season by the work of the Seed Lab­ 
oratory . 
Unfortunately some 
have 
neglected 
to send in samples until 
so recently 
that the reports may 
reach them 
too late to prevent

poor stand and much ex tra work.

W hen y ou get up In the morning and 
turn on the w ater for y our bath y ou 
use a nickel plated faucet which re­ 
quired sulphuric acid in Its m anufac­ 
ture. 
Your tub, If It be enameled, 
has met sulphuric acid before it be­ 
came w hat it Is, and if it is an old 
fashioned one of tin, plated on sheet 
copper, it needed even more sulphuric 
acid before it took its place in civiliza­ 
tion as a bathtub. 
The w ater in which y ou bathe has 
probably been treated with sulphate of 
copper to clear it of algae. The towel 
with w hich y ou dry y ourself has met 
sulphuric acid before y ou bought it, 
and the soapmaker possibly found it 
necessary to use some in the prepara­ 
tion of y our soap. 
• 
The bristles of y our hairbrush have 
been treated w ith i t 
The back of 
y our hairbrush as well as y our comb, 
if both be of celluloid, could not be 
produced without i t 
Your razor be­ 
fore it reached its present high estate 
has very likely been pickled in sul­ 
phuric acid after it was annealed. 
As y ou put on y our underwear, say s 
a w riter in Commerce and Finance, 
y ou may recall th at the bleacher and 
the dy er used sulphuric acid on the 
thread before it was knit or woven 
or upon the fabric afterw ard. 
As y ou button up y our outer gar­ 
m ents y ou may be reminded also that 
sulphuric acid was needed in scouring 
the wool, in making the dy e and in 
tlie process of dy eing the cloth. 
The button m aker needed some be­ 
fore y our buttons were complete. The 
tanner needed some in making the 
leather for y our shoes, and it is also 
used to produce shoe polish. The cush­ 
ion upon which y ou may rest y our 
pious knees in y our devotions has met 
sulphuric acid in one way or another 
more than once before it reached its 
present dignity .

phosphate is phosphate rock and sul­ 
phuric acid. 
The paper m aker needed some sul- 
phonated aniline blue to tint y our 
morning paper even if he used no 
sulphite pulp, and it would be a rare 
ink th at is innocent of the touch of 
sulphuric acid a t some point in its 
history . 
If y ou eat buckwheat cakes with 
sirup the sirup needed it, and as for 
y our artificial light, if y ou get up early 
enough to need it, y ou would be driven 
back to caudles if it were not for this 
product 
It is needed in the refining 
of kerosene and gasoline, and as for 
y our electric light, brought to y ou by 
currents of electricity through copper 
wires, w here would the electric indus­ 
try be without copper? 
And where 
would the copper industry be without 
the electroly tic process of refining, 
which requires enormous quantities of 
Sulphuric acid? 
It would be para­ 
ly zed. 
W e have heard of the em barrass­ 
m ent of Industry by the lack of Ger­ 
man dy es, but this is a mere bagatelle 
compared w ith the general breakup 
th at would follow a dearth of sulphur­ 
ic acid.

It Is wo rn fo r the purpo se o f 
i pro tecting tbe thro at and lungs fro m 
tbe. cutting blasts o f fine desert sand 
and also pro bably as an element en­ 
hancing tbe my stery o f their life, fo r 
they seldo m a^^iever remo ve these 
masks. w ^ y ^ S& ring o ver the deso rt 
o r v i s i t ! c i t i e s o n the co ast 
Due to these clo ths they are called 
masked Tuaregs, while the Arabs call 
j them ‘peo ple o f the veil’ The masks 
are dark blue and white, the fo rmer 
being wo rn by Tuareg no bles and the 
latter by tbe serfs and slaves. 
“ So me centers fo r trade, Tuareg 
to wns, are situated In the middle des­ 
ert. 
These are Wbrgla, Timbuktu, 
Ghat Ghadggietg Murzuk and Insaiah. 
Ho wever, tbe Tuareg has little care 
fo r trade and Industry . 
He is a fear­ 
less, enduring, hanl fighting adventur­ 
er alo ng tbe merchandise trails that 
cro ss the desert. Two impo rtant trails 
leave Tripo li, o ^ the co ast, and trav­ 
erse 3,000 miles o f sandfe and barren 
wastes to the Sudan, where rich car­ 
go es 1 o f skins, go ld, ivo ry and o ther 
interio r African pro ducts are lo aded 
upo n camels and bro ught no rthward. 
So metimes a single caravan co nsists 
o f tho usands o f camels and merchan­ 
dise to the value o f hundreds o f tho u­ 
sands 
o f 
do llars. 
When 
passing 
thro ugh the Tuareg co untry the leaders 
o f such caravans have had to pay a 
tribute to the chieftains by the way 
fo r safe esco rt o r run the risk o f lo sing 
all their go o ds. 
“ Fro m Mo ro cco to Tripo li the relent­ 
less fero city , the cunning and the dar­ 
ing o f the Tuareg are mingled in all the 
traditio ns unpleasant to the mo re 
peaceful natives alo ng the co ast Tbe 
Tuaregs meanwhile o penly spy upo n, 
the caravans In co urse o f o utfitting in 
the co ast cities and thrive upo n the 
tribute they are able to ex act 
‘The Tv.aregs are o f the purest Ber­ 
ber sto ck, the no ble families unmix ed 
with o ther blo o d, and In their o wn lan­ 
guage they call themselves ‘the no blo 
peo ple.’ 
No minally they are Mo ham­ 
medans. and so me o f their number 
co mpo se the mo st into lerant and war­ 
like sect in Islam, the Senussite sect 
Their hatred fo r the fo reigner is great­ 
er even than that bred by tbelr re­ 
ligio n, and so they are mo re ex clusive 
than ever were the Chinese o r Japa 
nese. 
Their so cial o rganizatio n di­ 
vides them Into five classes—the no ­ 
bles, the priests, the serfs, the cro ss 
breeds and the slaves. 
All o f these 
ilasses have this that Is deino cratlc- 
they fo rm to gether tbe Tuareg family , 
which ho lds itself superio r to all the

WHITE OF THE MOON. , 


What Causes Fair Luna, In Its Color, 


to Rival Pure Snow? 


The moon Las no light of its own 


and shines through, being illuminated 
by the sun. What sort of surface 
must the moon have to reflect the light 
so whitely as it does? This question 
is put forcibly in a letter to Nature 
from J. Evershed of Srinagar, Kash- 
mir, who describes the moon as far 
whiter and more brilliant than the 
snow clad summits of the Himalayas 
when these are still lighted by the sun. 
He, writes: 


"TVhy does the moon appear so white 


if, it is composed of rocks similar In re- 
flecting power to those on the earth? 
The rock surface of the inoon should 
reflect far less light than the cloudy 
e-urfaces of Venus and Jupiter, and it 
would be of interest if those who know 
would explain the apparent whiteness 
of the moon as seen in daylight. 


"A direct comparison of the moon 


with terrestrial rock surfaces Illumi- 
nated by sunlight is possibly to some 
extent vitiated by the superimposed 
blue light stuttered by the intervening 
air, which may affect the color of the 
moon. Yet it is very difficult to be- 
lieve that this can convert the grays 
and browns of rock surfaces into an 
almost pure white. 


"On several occasions in this valley 


I have compared the waning moon, 
setting behind the Pir Panjal moun- 
tains, and, of course, in full sunlight, 
with extensive snow fields. These 
snows are perhaps fifty miles distant, 
and there is a considerable amount of 
blue scattered light superposed on .the 
snow, although less than on the moon. 
Also the light absorbed by the atmos- 
phere is approximately and may be ex- 
actly the same for each if one consid- 
ers the whole path of the light from 
sun to snow and thence to the ob- 
server. 
When the air is transparent 


enough to see the moon clearly it ap- 
peal's to me to be distinctly whiter 
than the snows, which seem dull and 
yellowish in comparison." 


Mr. Evershed throws out the sugges- 


tion that the moon's surface may be 
covered with ice. 


PICKING A LOBSTER. 


Always Select One That Kicks and 


Struggles Vigorously. 


When you go to pick out a lobster for 


cooking select one that kicks. Such is 
the advice Mrs. Mary C. Hckett gives 
in the National Food Magazine, the 
editor of which calls her the "lobster 
queen" and says she is the best known 
lobster broker in the United States. 


Mrs. Pickett quotes the ancient He- 


brew law against eating anything that 
has died of Itself, and says that the 
moment a lobster is taken out of salt 
water it begins to die and its flesh to 
deteriorate. 
So the excellence of a 


lobster depends in large measure on 
the length of time that elapses between 
his being taken from the water and, 
his being served at table. When a lob- 
ster moves his claws feebly he is near- 
ly dead and, though not unfit to eat, his 
fiesli will not be firm and tasty. 


Keepers of first class restaurants 


have experts to select their lobsters. 
These pick them over as soon as re- 
ceived, sending some to be boiled at 
once and reserving others for broiling. 


The finest lobsters come from the 


coldest waters, and Mrs. Pickett says 
those caught south of Cape Cod do not 
amount to much, their flesh being not 
nearly so firm as those from Maine 
waters. 


The only way to tell if a lobster is 


in really good condition is by its liveli- 
ness. If it struggles vigorously, flops 
its tail and "makes wide open mit its 
claws," it is all right; if it is lethargic, 
opens its claws wearily and shows no 
sign of fight, it is dying and should be 
let alone, for it is not cheap at any 
price. 


"The lobster," writes Mrs. Pickett, 


"should be boiled in the morning for 
use at dinner and kept in a very cold 
place, but not in direct contact with, 
the ice, and It is better not to remove 
the meat from the shell until just be- 
fore preparing it in any desired way." 


Mystifying Chemical Trick. 


A plain blue handkerchief is shown 


to the audience. When the handker- 
chief Is warmed it turns white and 
when cooled resumes its former color. 


Make a' starch paste and add enough 


water to the paste to thin it. Then 
add sufficient tincture of iodine to col- 
or the liquid blue. A few drops will 
be enough. Dye a white handkerchief 
with this blue liquid, and when the 
handkerchief is dry it is ready for the 
trick.—Popular Science Monthly.

It has no band. Eight or ten men get 
together and decide to form a band.' 
Having reached that decision, they go 
to the jefe politico, or mayor. 


"All right," he will tell them. "You! 


are to play Wednesday evenings -from j 
6 to 0 and Sunday mornings from 9 to 
12," and a record is made. 
| 


And during these hours, rain or 


shine, hot or cold, through famine, 
•war and pestilence, as long as thos« 
men are alive and in the town, the 
band ia in the band stand playing for 
such as choose to linger in the plaza, 
or public square. 


About the evening concerts much of 


the social and domestic life of Mexico 
centers. It is at the concerts J;hat 
many a youth and maiden first meet 
and begin to "play bear," a game In- 
digenous and peculiar to Mexico, with- 
out which no self respecting- Mexican 
couple adventures on matrimony. 


The general plan of every plaza is 


much the same. In the center is the 
band stand. Immediately surrounding 
the band stand is an open paved space. 
Then there are flower bord&red walks 
with plenty of benches. 


Round the edge of the plaza, outside 


the trees and flowers, is another broad 
paved walk. 
Upon this outer walk 


are grouped the poorer Mexicans, the 
peons. On the benches sit the fathers, 
the mothers, the older folk, of the bet- 
ter classes. Round the walk that sur- 
rounds the band stand saunter tireless- 
ly the youths and maidens of the same 
class. 


The women circle to the left on the 


outside, the men in the opposite direc- 
tion, on the inside. Thus every one 
sees every one else innumerable times 
during the evening. And in this melo- 
dious circling a youth sets eyes on a 
maiden who strikes his fancy—the 
game of "playing bear" has begun. 


He looks steadily at his charmer ev- 


ery time they pass, and she, if she- is 
pleased, glances at him in return. Aft- 
er they have passed each other tejior 
a dozen times he is at the edge of The 
procession in which he walks, and she 
has moved to the edge of the column 
of young women. 


Then the young man, with a friend, 


withdraws to some cantina, or cafe, 
and writes an ardent note. Qn,|the 
next round his friend in passing slips 
it into the hand of her companion. 
Then they continue their strolling un- 
til the concert is at an end. 


On the nest concert evening the per- 


formance Is repeated, onlr this time 
the young lady Is the one who presents 
the note, which she lias written in her 
home. If she rejects her suitor's ad- 
vances he persists or desists, according 
as he is faint hearted or not. 


If he meets with success he begins 


the next phase of the game. 
Each 


evening he wijl be seen opposite his 
lady's house, passing back and forth 
lite a sentry walking his post Even 
during business hours he will rise sud- 
denly from his stool, seize his hat, 
rush frantically to his accustomed beat 
and for several minutes walk up and 
down, gazing reproachfully at the bar- 
red windows across the way. 


As time goes on, after six weeks or 


two months, say, have passed, the girl 
is at last to be seen seated in the win- 
dow. Then ensues another period of 
from two weeks to a month. The 
young man's walks gradually shorten, 
and one evening he is to be seen under- 
neath the window, gazing mournfully 
upward for hours, much to the discom- 
fort of passersby. But no one grum- 
bles. 
All the world loves a lover— 


especially in Mexico. 


After this stage father and son call 


formally on the father of the young 
lady and make a proposal of marriage. 


When all the arrangements have 


been made the young man for the first 
time calls at the home of his affianced 
wife and meets her face to face, but 
never except in the company of a third 
person — mother, father 
or 
aunt.—

building were

building. 
Hester died 
from hem- 


orrhages, 
induced by the severing 


of'arteries and Mood vessels in his 
right arm, Dr. Andrews testified. 


"He had two gashes on the head 


and a deep wound starting from the 
left cheek bone, piercing the mouth 
walls into the mouth, and extended 
to the tip of bis chin"/' the witness 
said. "His right arm was slashed 
t'or a distance of four inches and 
the large arteries and blood vessels 
Svere severed. 
He had a deep cut 


on the chest, extending from 
the 


neck down to the nipple." 


"Would Mr. Hester have lived if 


he had been given medical attention 
within three to flvc minutes after the 
cutting-'" inquired Attorney Miller. 


"Possibly so,'' said Dr. Andrews. 
Miller attempted to bring out 
a 


tatement that Hester's kidneys and 


heart were 
affected and that this, 


rather than the stab wounds inflicted 
by Arter, caused the death. He was 
imsuccessful. 


Mrs. Cora Boatright, a cousin of 


the widow. Mrs. Hester and a wit- 
ness of the tragedy, 
was 
gruclled 


for more than an hour by the state 
and defense. 
She corroborated the 


testimony of Mrs. Hester. She told 
in practically the- same words, of the 
attack of Arter upon Hester. Efforts 
of the. defense to trip her up in the 
cross-examination were futile. 


Apparently, the plan of the de- 


fense's case has shifted. Although 
to all indications of counsel the plea 
of the defense will 1>c self-defense, 
nevertheless it was evidenced (hat 
the defense will weave its case here- 
after about the assertion that Arter 
did not premeditate the,murder and 
that it was done in a fit of almost 
insane anger.

Some years ago when "garden hats" 


were all the rage the giraffe at the zoo 
made a day of it. 
In that glorious 


twelve hours it accounted for no few- 
er than seventeen hats, the majority 
of which were chewed beyond recog- 
nition before they could be rescued.

JAPANESE GARDENS. 


Thuir.Aim Is Always to Represent Na- 


ture In Miniature. 


Ki ery Japanese house of any preten- 


sions must have a garden. 
The cost 


of one is invariably reckoned with the 
estimates for house building, being 
usually estimated at one-tenth the cost 
of the house. 
The Japan Magazine 


telts of the procedure: 


When the niwasbi (landscape gar- 


dener) gets the contract for a garden 
he first makes a model—that is, a min- 
iature, garden ein'ood3'ing every feature 
that the final product will have. The 
first thing to be done in laying out the 
garden is to select; the place fur the 
lake or pond and excavate it. 
The 


earth thus obtained is utilized for the 
construction of an artificial hill and 
also for a small island, both, of these 
features being considered necessities. 
Next In importance is the placing of 
the stone lantern; then comes an artis- 
tic bridge to the Island. 
Next comes 


the placing- of trees, rocks antl stones 
with due consideration for the appear- 
ance of the garden as a whole. 


Japanese do not place much value 


on a new garden, age being of far 
greater importance- It is not until a 
few years have passed that the garden 
is considered at its best, for the stones 
and tree trunks must be moss covered 
and the whole must give the appear- 
ance of nature's rather than man's 
work. 


The garden, is not laid out according 


to any scientific plan. It is rather a 
matter of instinct and experience, the 
aim of the artist being to represent 
nature in miniature.

The extent to which Indiana seed 


oats were damaged is .shown in the 
report of Miss Cora Jacobs of the 
Purdue Seed Laboratory. With few 
exceptions 
Hie samples sent were 


taken from oats that 
the 
farmers 


intended to plant. About 
one-fifth 


of the oats were of poor qaulity. 
Some of these were totally unfit for 
seediiis; purposes. 
Some had a low 


vitality but if the farmer knew 
of 


this he was able 
to plant enough 


extra seed to obtain 
a satisfactory 


tanil. 


Tests were made of 727 samples. 


Of these 390 
samples 
^Terminated 


between HO per cent and 100%, 192 
germinated from 80% to 89.5%, 81 


erminated from 50% to 79.5.% 21 


germinated from 25% to 49,5% and 
35 {Terminated below 25%. 


The average 
germination 
of all 


727 samples was 33.3%. 
This av- 


erage means very little to the indiv- 
idual farmers. Three neighbors may 
have had oats with a vitality respec- 
tively of 95%, 85% and 15%. The 
average of the three samples is only 
(i5% and yet the man with the poor 
oafs was ab!e to find plenty of good 
seed oats. 
The large number 
of 


samples growing1 
well 
shows that 


this was the conditions this season. 
Four-fifths had a vitality of 91.4. 
This shows conclusively that there 
was no lack of 
good 
oats. 
One 


twentieth of the samples tested ger- 
minated below 25%.

torn on the water for your bath you 
use a nickel plated faucet -which re- 
quired sulphuric acid in its manufac- 
ture. 
Your tub, If it be enameled, 


has met sulphuric acid before it be- 
came what it is, and if it is an old 
fashioned one of tin, plated on sheet 
copper, it needed even more sulphuric 
acid before it took its place In civiliza- 
tion as a bathtub. 


The water in which you bathe has 


probably been treated with sulphate of 
copper to clear it of algae. The towel 
with which you dry yourself has met 
sulphuric acid before you bought it,! 
and the soapmaker possibly found it 
necessary to use some in the prepara- 
tion of your soap. 


The bristles of your hairbrush have 


been treated with it.

As you put on your underwear, says

Ruthless BiKjcaneers of the Mid- 


dle %abara Desert 


AT WAR WITH ALL MANKIND. 


ThMp Nomad* of'the Traok.lew §and» 


of -Northern Africa 
Levy Tribut* 


Upon All C«r«wn» Th«y Meet and 
Live In Myatery and Exclutiveneu. 
"In aorthern Africa there lies a truce- 


lese country- Inhabited by a people, 
the mocked luaregs, fascinating for 
the mystery and excluslveness with 
which they have surrounded their life. 
Tbeee people, natives and rulers of the 
middle dew*, «r* the allies of no one, 
but wage a furtive guerrilla warfare 
with all wlx^kpTBde the Inhospitable 
Barbara sands of their domain. They 
aje the buccaneers of the trackless 
•and, forever at war with all civiliza- 
tion and its restraints." says an article 
tented by the National Geographic so- 
ciety at Washington, which describes 
the people always willing to fight for 
the maintenance of their power to levy 
tribute upon the ancient tranesahnran 
caravan routes. 


; "Masked Tuaregs are Berber no- 
moda, a >vhjje desert people, whose 
coontry Is probably the most inaccessi- 
ble on earth. Even before Egyptian 
civilization began to leave coherent 
records of Itm history the Tunregs, or 
Berbers, were long established along 
northern Africa. The great Arab In- 
vasion of fhe eleventh century dis- 
placed them from their possessions 
upon the seacoast and drove them Into 
the, aavage area of the interior desert, 
where, with their bands raised against 
all who came into their pathless coun- 
try, they have maintained themselves 
through tue intervening centuries de- 
spite lack of water, sandstorms and 
lack of farming land, requisitioning by 
force of arms from the Arabs and 
Egyptians, to the north and east, and 
from the blacks of the Sudan, in trie 
south, such necessities and luxuries as 
their cheerless portion of Mother Earth 
cannot supply them. 


"There are five main tribes in the 


Tuareg confederation, and they inhabit 
the desert from Tuat to Timbuktu 
and from Pezzan to Zinder. 
Their 


homes are rejoed in the heart of arid 
wastes, where'vast solitudes, unnat- 
ural heats and unmarked distances 
shroud everything In uncanny mys- 
tery. 
They are masters of an area 


half that of the United States in ex- 
tent Of this 1,500,000 square miles:of 
territory scarcely 3,000 acres, or less 
than the area of New York city, Is cul- 
tivated land. 'This scanty, farm laud 
is only maintained by an enduring 
struggle 
with the drifting 
sands. 


These fierce adventurers who have 
forced the gaeat desolation to yield 
them a support number 300,000 or 
more, accoa^ng to estimate, and they 
have mad^ftemselves feared by the 
natives from &e Mediterranean to the 
Jungles of central Africa. 


"The Tuaregs wear the end of their 


turban cloth drawn around the face, 
allowing notting but the eyes to be 
seen. It Is worn for the purpose of 
protecting the throat and lungs from 
the. cutting tjasts of fine desert sand 
and also probably as an element en- 
hancing the mystery of their life, for 
they seldom c^^ieyer remove these 
meeks. wh^MB&ing over the desert 
or vlslting^BB!? cities on the coast 
Due' to thes» cfpths they are called 
masked Tuaregs, while the Arabs call 
them 'people of the volL' The masks 
are dark blue and white, the former 
being worn by Tnareg nobles and the 
latter by the serfs and slaves. 


"Some centers for trade, 
Tuareg 


town*, are situated In the middle des- 
ert. 
These arc "VV&rgla, Timbuktu, 


Ghat, GhadMfceq, Slurznk and Insalah. 
However, the Tuareg has little care 
for trade and Industry. He is a fear- 
less, enduring, hard fighting adventur-. 
er along the merchandise trails that 
cross the desert. Two important trails 
leave Tripoli, o^ the coast, and trav- 
erse 3,000 miles" of sands and barren 
wastes tq the Sudan, where rich car- 
goes .' of skins, gold, ivory and other 
Interior African products are loaded 
npon camels and brought northward. 
Sometimes a single caravan consists 
of thousands oi1 camels and merchan- 
dise to the value of hundreds of thou- 
sands 
of 
dollars. 
When passing 


through the Tuareg country the leaders 
.of such caravans have had to pay a 
tribute to the chieftains by the way 
for safe escort or run the risk of losing 
all their goods. 


VFrom Morocco to Tripoli the relent- 


less ferocity, the cunning and the dar- 
ing of the Tuareg are mingled In all the 
traditions unpleasant to the more 
peaceful natives along the coast The 
Tuaregs meanwhile, openly spy upon. 


! the caravans In course of outfitting in 
the coast cities and thrive upon the 
' tribute they are able to exact 


"The Tuaregs are of the purest Ber- 


ber stock, the noble families unmixed 


: with other blood, and in their own lan- 
guage they call themselves 'the noble 
people.' Nominally they are Moham- 
medans, and some of their number 
compose the most intolerant and war- 
like sect in Islam, the Senussite sect 
Their hatred for-tbe foreigner Is great- 
er even than that, bred by their re- 
ligion, and so they are more exclusive 
than ever were the Chinese or Japa- 
nese. 
Their social organization di- 


vides them into five classes—the no- 
fclee, the. priests, the strfs, the cross 
ireeds and the slaves. All of these 
Classes have this .that is democratic— 
they form together the Tuareg family., 
which holds itself superior to all tho 
Bother peoples of the earth."
